“Although she had many inter- 
ests, Miss Ada Greaves of Lindsay, 
Ontario, admitted a special interest 
in town planning, particularly from 
the woman's viewpoint. Miss Greaves 
has been in Saskatoon this week to 
attend the Canadian Good Roads 
Association conyention at The Bess. 
borough, and will continue her jour- 
ney west to Vancouver, Where she 
will attend a convention of the 
Canadian Planning Association. 

“In an interview Thursday, she 
said she had worked on the Town 
of Lindsay's planning board for-a- 
bout five years and last year was 
chairman Problems of the board 
were similar to those in all towns 
and cities across Canada—organiz- 
ing, developing and co-ordinating 
housing, commercial areas, industry, 
schools and parks, “In a small 
town, you are close to people and 
to problems of planning, which helps’ 
you as you go along,” she said. 

“The sparkling brown, eyed vis- 
itor has spent some 14 years in var- 
ious fields of municipal politics. She 
was the first woman alderman el- 
ected to the council of the Town of 
Lindsay and during the last five 
years has been one of two Lindsay 
representatives on the County Coun- 
cil of Victoria, of which Lindsay is 
a part, In January of this year she 
became warden of the county coun- 
cil elected by its reeves and deputy- 
reeves, Lindsay, she explained, was 
the only member of the county with 
a town status of 10,000 population. 

“What did a warden do? Miss 
Greaves sketched rapidly a few of 
her duties. She presided at four 
council sessions a year, wearing her 
robe of office at each session; she 
served on all county committees 
and represented the council at 
meetings and conventions, “like 
this interesting one.” 

“Besides a busy munictpal sched- 
ule, she held the office of secretary- 
treasurer in an ‘electrical appliance 
business, of which her brother, Mor- 
ley, was president. He organized the 
firm some 30 years ago, A sister, 
Florence, was a graduate nurse who 
“goes to sea” as A member of the 
ship's staff of SS Braail.

Mayor A. E. Hick announced 
Monday, that he had information 
to the effec; that Lindsay would 
share in the latest rate cuts and 
the following report confirms this: 

“Rate reductions varying between 
10 and 40 per cen} and amounting 
to qa saying, it is claimed of Sl,- 
000.000 a year to customers of Con- 
sumers Gas Co., were approved yes- 
terday by the Ontario Fuel Board. 

“The reductions, which cover all 
types of natural gas consumers,, be- 
comes effective today. 

“The new rates represent

ers since natural gas replaced man~ 
ufactured gas in its system in Feb- 
ruary, 1955. 

“The rates apply to all custom- 
ers of the Company in Ontario, in- 
cluding new areas which it will be 
serving before October, 1958. These 
include Ottawa, Brockville, Lind~ 
say and other municipalities. 

“The largest reduction will apply 
to residential subscribers using gas 
for water heating and cooking. The 
company said a saving up to 40 per 
cent a year could be expected. The 
company has introduced an optional 
rate for this Service to bring about 
the reduction. 

“Also introduced was a new flat 
rate water heating schedule for con- 
sumers who prefer to rent company-

THE FLU AND CLOSING SCHOOLS 

There is no denying that influenza is taking a 
heavy toll among Lindsay and district school children 
and the percentage of pupils absent from the public 
and high schools is unusually high. Some schools have 
closed their doors because of the inroads made by the 
disease and in an effort to stem its progress. One of 
these schools was the privately-operated St. Joseph's 

¢ Academy at Lindsay and another is the publicly-opera- 
ted high school at Fenelon Falls, 

It is natural that officials are reluctant to close 
schools due to a threatened or near epidemic such as 
we are now experiencing and we realize that there are 
pressures being applied both for and against closing 
them while the outbreak is at its height. However, 
this would seem like one time when pressures should 
be foregone and the medical officers of health left to 
use their own judgment, having the overall welfare of 
the area affected in mind. The matter should be re-

Answer; I found your letter on 


the same day I had been discussing 
this important question with a 
group of parents, T had been sur- 
prised, at how much prudishness 
and squeamishness seem to influ- 
ence the thinking of so many peo- 
ple,

, Lung cancer Is twice as frequent 
among the male population of Eng- 
land and Waleg as among men in 
the United States; per capita con- 
sumption of cigarettes, however, !s 
30 per cent higher in the United 
States, However, cigarette smoking 
probably does contribute to the 
production of lung cancer (o a lim- 
ited extent.” 

Heupner seems to believe that alr 
polution—especially in the eltles— 
Is & more important cause than 
cigarette smoking .

WHY NOT VOTE? a 

Councillor Jos. Hutton has informed fellow Lind- 
say councillors that he will propose that ratepayers be 
consulted in the next election on the expenditure of 
any monies, whether for grants or otherwise, toward 
expansion of the Ross Memorial Hospital. This is in 
line with recommendations made by this newspaper 
since the proposal to debenture part of the needed 
money was made to Town Council. We can see no 
reason why there should be any objection to allowing 
the ratepayers to vote on such a matter . in point of 
fact, it would seem like the only fair thing to do. 

It is too much to expect people to take kindly to 
a point-blank refusal to consult them on expenditures 
of tax dollars. We say this because of recent trends 
which indicate that the taxpaying public is being called 
upon to pay more and more while at the same time they 
are being consulted less and less about how their 
money shall be spent. To defeat Mr. Hutton’s motion 
would be tantamount to a refusal to consult the tax- 
payers on sizeable expenditures. 

This is not a mandatory matter and there is no 
reason that we can think of why this, or any other pro- 
posal to expend large sums of taxpayers’ money, 
should not be put to a vote. It would entail no special 
expense, the same election facilities would take care of 
the money by-law vote, and everything could be decided 
in an above-board manner, much to the satisfaction 
of all concerned, 

We invite letters of opinion on this matter and 
urge ratepayers to make their feelings known to coun- 
cillors for their guidance. 7 


NO PRIVACY FOR THE MAGISTRATE 

When Lindsay’s presiding magistrate goes to 
court he goes there just like an ordinary citizen... 
from the street, directly to the court room. If there 
is any preparatory work to be done before entering the 
court room, it must be accomplished in borrowed 
quarters or before arriving on the scene. And, if he 
wishes to wear his robes of office, he must either wear 
them from his home or enrobe in some cubby hole in 
the Town Hall. 

Several months ago Attorney-General Kelso Ro- 
berts visited Lindsay on a tour of inspection of court 
rooms and public legal facilities across Ontario. While 
in Lindsay he recommended, among other things, that 
the magistrate be provided with what is known in court 
circles as a “gowning room’. So far, while there ap- 
pears to be available space in the Town Hall for such 
accomodation, nothing has been done. As a result, 
there is talk that magistrate’s court may be transferred 
to the County Court House, a move which could seri- 
ously inconvenience many people including the Lindsay 
Police Dept. which is now within easy reach of the court 
room, a fact which makes it possible for them to be of 
maximum service to the court. 

However, quite apart from anything else, we won- 
der if the town is being wise in ignoring the recommen- 
dation made by the Attorney-General and would en- 
quire as to the reason, if any, for doing so. Is there 
anything unreasonable in the request that a suitable 
chamber be provided so the magistrate may prepare 
himself for the court over which he is to preside? 
And, if there isn’t, what is to prevent the necessary 
chore being attended to?

The Russian educational system 
has been proven superior to that 
of Western countries and should 
constitute a challenge to them. 
Members of Lindsay's Lion Club 
were told this by P. J. Rowe of 
Janetville during an address de- 
livered at their October meeting. 

Reviewing the civilization of an- 
cient Babylon, Egypt, Greece and 
Rome, Mr. Rowe said they had 
crumbled into dust because they 
Were built on tyranny and in- 
justice and to gratify the vanity 
and ambition of selfish’ individuals. 
_ Discussing the launching of the 
Russian satellite “Man made moon” 
he quoted Dorothy Thompson the 
columnist as saying that the Rus- 
sian educational system emphas- 
ing hard work and promoting stu- 
dents of superior ability, had made 
Russian scientific world leadership 
inevitable. He said the Rusians were 
definitely not superior or brainier 
than other people, but their rapid 
advancement in science proved 
superiority of their educational 
system over ours, and constituted 
a challenge to us. 

Dealing with contemporary civil- 
ization, -he quoted the words of 
many outstanding leaders of this 
century, Spengler in the “Decline 
of the West”, the late Right Rev. 
Richard Roberts. ex-Moderator_of ~ 
the United Church of Canada,’ Ta- 
gore, Hindu poet, and others, who 
predicted the downfall of our civil- 
ization. He then asserted that if 
We could during the next few vears, 
avoid mutual extermination via 
Hydrogen Bombs and learn to co- 
operate with other people, there is 
no reason why mankind should 
not survive, but also prevail. 

He gave illustrations of the limit- 
less capacity of human beings of all 
races for sacrifice, pity, compassion 
and co-operation, and we could do 
our part here, and now, by adopting 
certain demonstrably proven prin- 
ciples, two of which were as follows: 
There is a principle, that is a bar to 
all progress, proof against all ragu- 


ment and cannot fail to keep the. 


world in everlasting darkness, and 
that is the principle of condemna- 
tion without investigation, de- 
nunciation without examination, 
The other one was uttered by Sir 
Francis Bacon three centuries ago 
when he said to his students at 
Cambridge University, not to re- 
fute and deny, not to accept and 
believe, but to weigh and consider. 

“An indispensable ‘asset is the 
open mind which strives to rid it- 
self of prepossessions and pre- 


judices learns to evaluate all the 
élements of truth_and logic in 
everyone of the conflicting philoso- 
phies now bidding for the leader~ 
ship of men’s minds, before com= 
mencing destructive criticism. It 
has opinions but is not opinionated. 
It must learn to unlearn false 
teachings, and be ever ‘hospitable 
to new truths as the only way of 
progress", declared Mr. Rowe. 

He quoted three poems of his own 
composition, TODAY, DREAM THE 
GREAT DREAM, and NEW 
WORLD. These will be included in

The {otal included eight full- 
length gowns, plus the fabulously 
jewelled coronation gown in white 
satin which she wore for the open- 
ing of parliament October 14, 

Commander Richard Colville, 
the queen's press officer, said gel- 
ting the royal couples clothes to 
the right place at the right time 
was a breeze. All of it went along 
by plane from Ottawa, then to 
Washington. None of it had been 
shipped ahead, with the exception 
of what she wore in Williamsburg, 
Va. 

Most of the queen's clothes were 


packed In ordinary luggage, with 
the exception of the formal gowns. 
Each of these was packed in sepa- 
rate trunks, all nearly six feet 
long—enough length to enfold the 
“occasion” gowns without any 
crushing. 

Philip, a natty dresser who looks 
more like Madison Avenue than 
Bond Street, usually, wore dark 
grey or navy business suits— 
double-breasted.

GRANTS DESTROY INITIATIVE 

The head of the Ontario Dept. of Municipal Affairs 
spoke in a manner which does credit to the Ontario 
Government when he addressed the warden’s banquet 
this week and dealt with the matter of municipal 
grants. 

When the Hon. K. Grant Crawford told the assem- 
bly that larger and larger grants to municipalities were 
not advisable, he was stating something which no 
municipality can afford to ignore. He gave the reasons 
for this a moment later when he asserted that if the 
program of larger and larger grants to municipalities 
contimued, the municipalities will become merely pen- 
sioners of the larger governing bodies and “they may 
continue in form but will be of very little significance.” 

There is considerable evidence to be found in 
municipal affairs in Ontario today to indicate that the 
reins held on municipalities by higher governing bodies 
paying them substantial grants are being tightened 
and the municipalities are becoming less and less free t° 
manage their own affairs. This is a natural sequence 
of events... you invest money in something and you 
try to gain some control over it. But it is readily ap- 
parent that strengthening of the control, especially 
were municipalities are concerned, weakens the power 
of local government to the point where it is quite con- 
ceivable that grants could entirely destroy municipal 
initiative. t 

Grants to municipalities are alleged to be vote- 
catching arrangements and it is unusual for govern- 
ment agents to speak out boldly against such poten- 
tially useful devices. It looks like a healthy sign when 
we see a high government official warning of the pit- 
falls entailed by independence-robbing grants and if 
municipalities cannot produce a watertight reason for 
increasing their demands on governments, it would be 
well to heed the message. ‘ 


“TIME AND TIDE WAIT FOR NO MAN” 

It is over 100 years since Purdy's Mill was establi- 
shed to lay the cornerstone for what was to become 
the Town of Lindsay. For many of those years the 
mill has been non-existent but there was a period, after 
its usefulness had passed, when a historically-minded 
populace could have done something to preserve parts 
of it for posterity. Apparently it wasn't done and s0 
today we must content ourselves with a very attractive, 
but very modern plaque commemmorating this pioneer 
venture which marked the beginning of Lindsay .. . 
There is apparently not so much as a millstone left to 
show for this once thriving industry. 

Whether or not we realize it, there are things in 
this modern Lindsay (and district) which are at this 
very moment hecoming of historical value and yet, 
until the formation of the nucleus of an active historical 
society a few days ago, there was little likelihood 
of anything being done to preserve such records. We 
were being just as short-sighted as the people of several 
decades ago who let these old and irreplacable remind- 
ers of our pioneer days fade into oblivion. It is there- 
fore with a sense of gratitude towards those who have 
spearheaded this historical society movement that we 
encourage them td press on with the assurance that 
their efforts will be appreciated by generations to come 
as they regard the heritage of historical records.

“HOLD THE LINE” 

We recall reading an article in ‘The Saturday 
Bvening Post” earlier in the summer which had to do 
with the use (or misuse) of the English language. It 
was an excellent commentary and pointed out many

The misapplication or words and related Hnglish dif- 
ficulties is not, however, confined to those who speak or 
write for a living. It develops quite frequently in every 
day conversation and Is probably due to mental pie= 
tures we have formed of things in common usage. 
Take the telephone, for example. How often have you 
called someone on the phone only to have them ask 
you to “hold the line’. Of course, It is really impos- 
sible for one to “hold the line” In the true sense of the 
phrase but we know what is meant and we hold onto 
the telephone receivef until our party comes “on the 
line’. The habit of asking someone to “hold the line” 
arose as a result of the mental picture people in this 
communicative age have formed. They have a men- 
tal picture of a telephone line carrying their conversa- 
tion from point to point and so they suggest autamati- 
cally that the caller “hold the line’. 

This is just one instance of how we tend to mis- 
apply words in the course of our dally routine and it 
might surprise us all to reflect on some of our daily 
expressions ...It could be that we don’t mean what we 
say at all. — ‘Hang on a minute, will you please?”

PROTECTING PEDESTRIANS 

Nimbleness of foot has been the first law of self- 
preservation for the harried pedestrian. With the rapid 
increase In the number of motor vehicles in recent 
years, he has had to muster all his physical resources 


: 
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and ingenuity to survive against the behemoths of the 
road. ; 

Toronto is now about to experiment with zebra 
crossings—white-striped pedestrian crosswalks—in an 
effort to give him a fighting chance to cross the street 
in safety. However, it is questionable whether any 
isolated marking of a few crosswalks will in Itself add 
to the pedestrian's safety. In fact, by lulling him Into 
a false sense of security, the reverse may he true. 

At present, a civic bylaw requires motorists to yield 
the right of way to pedestrians on a crosswalk. But 
the city’s legal department concedes that the bylaw, as 
written, is almost impossible to enforce unless a motor- 
ist all but runs down an unwary pedestrian. Similarly, 
there is some question about the enforceability of a 
local bylaw which requires pedestrians to yleld the right 
of way to vehicles, except on a crosswalk. 

The Ontario Traffic Conference has urged the 
Government to enact uniform legislation that will 
clearly define the rights and responsibilities of pede- 
strians and motorists. Such legislation should require 
motorists to come to a stop when a pedestrian enters 
the crosswalk in the path of the car.’ Certainly, any 
widespread introduction of marked crosswalks with- 
out adequate legislation, enforcement and education, 
is an invitation to disaster.

PREPARING FOR THE WORST? 

Anyone troubling to glance at American news~- 
papers knows that there’s been a very real hubbub in 
the United States in recent months about inflation, 
The gist of the reports in the U.S. press is that Ameri- 
cans want inflation stopped. They’re tired of the 
steadily shrinking purchasing power of their dollar. 

Public worry about inflation in the United States 
won't be eased by recent action of the U.S. Bureau of 
Printing and Hngraving. The Bureau, which prints 
Uncle Sam’s currency, has just run off a batch of 1957 
dollar bills which, for the first time in the history of 
U.S. paper money, bear the motto which once appeared 
on U.S. coinage, ‘In God We Trust’. The Bureau has 
matched the gesture, which reflects scant credit on 
those who manage the U.S. currency, with an an- 
nouncement of a speeded up printing process which 
makes it possible to turn out dollar bills five times as 
before. 

Sounds as if the U.S. Bureau of Printing and Bn- 
graving was preparing for the worst on the inflation 
front.

THE EVILS OF RESTAURANT PIE 

Let a man’s eye rove over the desserts listed on a 
restaurant menu, and he most always chooses apple

This natural choice is unfortunate for man, whose 
frustrations continue many in a world of both pies and 
progress.

WINTER IN BUSINESS 
The figures on unemployment at the end of Sept- 
ember, showing that 3.2 per cent of the labour force 
are out of work compared with 1.7 per cent at the 
same date in 1956, are not unexpected. It is the logical 
outcome of the steady slide in business and industrial 
activity reported in Canada and the United States dur- 
ing the past few months; sudden flurries on the Stock 
Exchange notwithstanding. There are clear signs that 
this trend is not going to cease overnight and several 
months at least are almost certain to pass before the 
tempo of economic life begins to pick up again. This 
downtrend, coupled with the normal slackening of em- 
ployment during the winter, means Canada faces a 
bigger problem with jobs this season than she has met 
for years. 

Peterborough, on present indications, is no except- 
ion to the rule applying to the rest of hte country. Un- 
employment Insurance Commission figures for Septem- 
ber 30 show 1,295 unplaced male applicants for jobs, 
compared with 679 last year. Corresponding ‘figures 
for women are §26 and 540. Unfilled vacancies show 
a dramatic drop for males from 222 last year to 38 last 
month. For women this figure classification was not 
so remarkable a drop from 46 to 30. The number claim- 
ing benefits more than doubled. 508 on September 30, 
1956, and 1,130 at the end of last month. 

A variety of opinions exists on nationwide mea- 
sures which should be taken to avoid the economic 
doldrums into which we appear to be drifting. Without 
discussing those, there is an approach we can adopt in 
Peterboro—that evéry employer, at home or in factory 
and office, should study what jobs he or she wants 
completed and have them done this winter. If the 
work is there, and the men to do it are idle, the whole 
community is the poorer if the two cannot be put to- 
gether. An appeal to this effect will shortly be issued 
by the Local Emloyers’ Advisory Committee and it is 
hoped that this city will provide an effective response 
to it. —Peterborough Examiner

Sputnik and 
Shadow are 
Still Going 


American scientists have  dis- 
counted reports that Sputnik’s 
space cofmpanion, the rocked nose, 
may have plunged to earth. 

An Australian moonwatcher said 
yesterday that he believed the 
rocket casing had crashed. 

However Dr. Allan Hynek of the 
Smithsonian Observatory in Cam- 
bridge said he expects the rocket 
to stay aloft for several more 
weeks. And he even predicted that 
it would outlas, Sputnik.—BUP.

WELL, HOW DID YOU LIKE IT? 


The beautiful summer and early fall has passed 
all too swiftly and when we awake on Sunday morning 
something else will have departed from the scene. Day- 
light Saving Time, extended an extra month in Ontario 
for the first time since the war, ends early tomorrow 
morning. Up until now there has been a reasonable 
period of daylight following the end of the working day 
but with the departure of DST, night will fall before 
the evening meal has commenced. 

How did you like the extension of DST? We have heard 
conflicting reports on public reaction but that is usually 
the case when it comes to dealing with pattern changes 
as they affect human beings .. . everybody won’t be 
pleased no matter what happens. However, in the case 
of DST it seems that a middle-of-the-road policy is good 
logic: for those who like DST, a fair portion of the year 
should he operated on that time measure and, for those 
who like Standard Time, a balancing portion of the 
year allocated in their favor. S

Rumblings of dissatisfaction with much of the 
programming being telecast by Canada’s nationally- 
owned broadcasting corporation have been heard from 
time to time for several months now. There is much 
to be said for some of the programs presented but there 
seems to be a growing feeling that this is a shrinking 
minority section of the overall programming routine. 

The latest voice in the matter of ‘““government-con- 
irelled” television is raised by the “Canadian Broad- 
caster and Telescreen”. Since television is now affect- 
ing the lives of nearly every Canadian, none can afford 
to be squeamish about searching out the facts and it 
is with this in mind that we reproduce excerpts from 


the above-mentioned publication’s latest editorial com- : 


ments under the caption: 
“LET'S CLOSE UP THIS GOVERNMENT CIRCUS” 
we read, quote: 

“The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation has just 
made public its annual financial statement for the year 
ending March, 1957, and as usual it is a story of deficit 
and debt. 

“The fact that a government agency fails to show 
a profit should not evoke surprise. We have been pass- 
ing through an era when the people of Canada could 
expect to be financially milked by the government with 
the sole purpose of piling up many millions of their dol- 
lars in a surplus representing the difference between 
what was collected from them in taxes and the amount 
of money it took to run the country. So if the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation costs us a few million dol- 
fars, what of it? Aren’t they giving Canada a national 
voice in the air; affording Canadian musicians and writ- 
ers and actors a chance to be heard; preventing the 
dreadful private broadcasting stations from importing 
lewd American whodunnits and salacious leg shows by 
broadcasting them themselves, interspersed with sen- 
tenious discourses on dry subjects, delivered by people 
chosen as likely or not for their ability to influence pub- 
licity of a favorable nature to the CBC? 

“Other government departments and agencies 
cost the public large sums of money. It costs money 
to run the armed forces, police and cystoms and postal 
departments. The public also bears the expense of 
dog catching, garbage collection and sewage disposal. 
The only difference is that these undertakings come 
under the heading of public utility, whereas broadcast- 
ing, like newspaper publishing, is quite able to subsist, 
and subsist. usefully, under.a system of private enter- 
prise, with no drain on the public purse. 

“Possibly there is a useful function to be perform- 
ed by a publicly-owned broadcasting system in imple- 
menting the work of another not overly-successful state 
enterprise--education. Telling the story of Canada to 
the United States and the world at large is another 
function it might perform. Undoubtedly there is 
serious music and drama with an appeal too limited to 
justify broadcasting commercially, which the govern- 
ment might use to enhance its other educational act- 
ivities. But none of these functions require the opera- 
tion of a broadeasting machine running five radio and 
television networks, with thirty of its own. stations and 
employing around six thousand people at a cost to the 
country of nearly forty million dollars. 

“Canada’s 162 radio and 33 television stations, 
operating under private enterprise,.are broadcasting 
gainfully, In ratio to their usefulness, vis a vis the CBC, 
which notwithstanding its great and still growing act- 
ivity in the advertising field, shows prodigious financial 
losses and minimal acceptance in terms of audience. 

“As has'been frequently propounded in these co- 
lumns in the past, a plan could be easily envolved under 
which the CBC could step out of the business of phy- 
sleal broadcasting, turn over its facilities to private in- 
terests at, their depreciated value or more, and, in re- 
turn, be given, or sold at a reasonable price, air time 
for the broadcasting on private radio and (elevision 
stations of those of its programs which cannot be sup- 
plied by the private broadcasters and which are of truly 

national value. 

“This phase of broadcasting comes under the 
heading of public utility, and we believe it might well 
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continue as a public enterprise. But the light enter- 
tainment, the news and the music of a popitlar nature 
are well dispensed by the private stations, and the 


| entry of the government into this field is In no sense a 
| public utility. 


In fact, it is nothing short of a highly 


costly public futility. 


DEER HUNT FOR ALGONQUIN? 

It is somewhat disturbing to read that a Depart- 
ment of Lands and Forests official has advocated an 
open season on deer in Algonquin Park. It is disturbing 
because the deer wouldn’t have a chance, 

For years now, deer in the park must have sensed 
the security which the government-sponsored project 
affords them. This is apparent to anyone visiting the 
park by the way the deer come out to the roadside and 
eat from the hands of humans. Those who haye ever 
fed these very attractive woodland creatures would 
no doubt have some qualms of conscience if they were 
confronted with the prospect of having to shoot one for 
any reason other than to sustain life within themselves. 

What could be crueler to contemplate than having 
these animals which have so long enjoyed the protective 
covering of the Algonquin authority, suddenly subjected 
to an invasion of hunters equipped with modern fire- 
arms? Is there any way to tell a deer that the park’s 
protection has suddenly disappeared and they are now 
“fair” game for the hunter, short of letting them learn 
the hard way ... by seeing their kind mortally wounded 
at the hands of that unpredictable company, the hu- 
man race which once taught them trust and now would 
betray it? 

And what of the park? Is it likely that once it 
was subjected to an invasion of hunters that it would 
ever have its same appeal? Would it be likely that 
deer, having heard the sound of battle and seen their 
comrades shot down by two-legged creatures with for- 
midable weapons, would ever be seen by the roadside 
again, except by accident? 

There may be plausible reasons for wanting an 
open deer season in Algonquin Park but we believe the 
proposal should be given more than cursory examina- 
tion... Too much is at stake.

POPPIES FOR REMEMBRANCE 

The Remembrance Day season is approaching, and 
it is appropriate for The Legionary again to focus at- 
tention on one of the important activities of the Cana- 
dian Legion—the National Poppy Campaign. 

This November it will be 36 years since the custom 
of wearing a poppy replica for remembrance was in- 
augurated in Canada, From the modest beginning in 
1921, the custom has become general throughout the 
country, and this year — with careful preparation and 
planning by Legion branches everywhere — several 
million Canadians will be wearing the familiar symbol. 
Remembrance and the Poppy are irrevocably bound up 
with each other because of the fitness of the thought 
that the memory of Canada’s Fallen can best be hon- 
oured by ensuring that none of their comrades still 
living are allowed to suffer want and distress. So 
Poppy Day has become the one annual appeal which 
the Canadian Legion makes to the public in order to 
provide funds for the relief of necessitous war veterans 
and their families. ‘ 

THREE PHASES 
_ There are three distinct’ phases to the observance 
of remembrance through the poppy. 

First, there is the Act of Remembrance itself, sym- 

' bolized by the wearing of a poppy—the emblem derived 
from the blood-red poppies which grew in such profu- 
sion on the graves of Canada’s heroes who lie in Flan- 
ders Fields and made immortal by Colonel John Mc- 


Crae in his deathless poem of that name. The Wearing 
of the poppy is a tribute to those who paid the supreme 
sacrifice in all the wars in which this country has been 
engaged, and thus It has become the custom for citi- 
zens of all classes to wear a poppy on Remembrance 
Day and to order poppy wreaths to be placed on war — 
memorials or in store windows in memory of those who 
did not come back. 

Second, there is the use to which the money raised 
by the Poppy Campaign is put. Across the length and: 
breadth of Canada thousands of families not entitled 
to Government assistance have been given a helping 
hand through the Poppy Fund of Legion branches. It 
is a firm rule chat all of the net proceeds derived from 
the Poppy Campaign must only be spent on the relief 
of distress among ex-service men and their dependents 
in the communities in which the poppies are sold. Not 
one cent goes for any of the other phases of Legion 
activity. 

Third, there is the assistance given to disabled 
veterans by the sale of poppies which they have made 
in D.V.A.’s “Veteraft” shops m which light, sheltered 
employment is provided for them through the sale of 
their poppies. Since the inception of the Poppy Cam- 
aign on a national scale the Canadian Legion has made 
a contract with the Department of Veterans’ Affairs 
for the distribution of “Vetcraft” poppies and wreaths, 
thus ensuring a livelihood for the men employed in 
these shops. —The Legionary. 


BRITISH TV COMES OF AGE 

Televsiion in Britain celebrates 
birthday in November, 

It was the 2nd November, 1936, that the BBC made 
history by starting the first public high-definition tele- 
vision service in the world. From 1936 until Britain 
entered World War If in 1939, regular television pro- 
grammes were broadcast daily from the BBC studios 
at Alexandra Palace in North London. 

On 12th May, 1987, the new service handled its 
first major outside broadcast—the Coronation of King 
George VI. Hereafter, BBC television cameras roved 
far and wide. More than 300 television plays were put 
on before all transmissions ceased on 1st September, 
1989, as the black-out descended on London.

are provided by programme’ contractors who receive 
revenue from firms which advertise in the programme 
intervals and pay a rent to ITA for the use of its trans- 
mitters. Sponsored programmes — i.e. programmes 
whose content is provided or controlled by advertisers— 
are not allowed. : 

Only on broad questions of policy are the BBC and 
ITA answerable to Parliament: they are completely 
free from control in the daily conduct of their business, 
including both the content of programmes and general 
administration, Fl 

The BBC is non-commercial, with no advertising 
or sponsoring. Its services are financed mainly from 
annual grants related to revenue derived from the an- 
nual licence fee paid by owners of television and radio 
sets. It also receives a grant-in-aid for its External 
Services and has the use of the profits made on its pu- 
blication. The Corporation spent about $29 million on 
its television service in the year 1956-57. 


SUPPLYING THE WORLD 


Although nearly three-quarters of all BBC tele- 
vision output is “live” material, film is of great im- 
portance, and the BBC film operation is now the big- 
‘gest in Europe. BBC programmes. are also being made 
available overseas in increasing numbers: over the 
past 12 months, more than 350 BBC films and 400 kine- 
scopes have been sent to Canada, the U.S.A., Australia, 
West Germany, Holland, Sweden and other European 
countries. 

While celebrating its twenty-first anniversary, 
BBC. television today is planning ahead. Its colour 
transmission experiments are far advanced. A $25- 
million television headquarters now going up in West 
London will be the most modern of its-kind in Hurope. 
The BBC, in short, is determined to play a full part in 
the exciting future that lies ahead for television.

I asked my doc- 
tor where we went from there. 
He said there was nothing to get 
excited about.

was no need for an operation. 


What I’m concerned about is! 
the possibility of the stones set- | 
ting up an irritation that may 


cause cancer. I happened to be) 
talking about it to another doctor | 
who is a personal friend, and he 
advised that I haye tne gall bv d- 
der out right now. ©Thanks. Mr, 
L. S. 

ANSWER: For many years J 
have been on the side of your own | 
doctor: I have advised symptom- 
less patients to hold off on gall- 
bladder operation untij such time | 
as the “gall bladder kicked up.” | 
However, each case ig peculiarly | 


no hard and fast ruler 

For example, we know that age 
itself is no contraindication, The 
fact. that you are 62 is meaning- 
less as far as it influences the 
decision to operate. .What IS im- 
portant is your physical age rath- 
er than your calendar age. I have | 
known patients in their eighties | 
and nineties who withstood gall- 
bladder surgery; others 
forties and fifties died because of 
complications in an already weak 
circulatory system. 

Although I haye been conserva- 
lve about recommending  gall- 
bladder operation as soon as 
elones were discoverea, I think 
that you should hear the other 
side.

Most farmers realize that weed 
control on the farm does not end 
with harvest. Some of the best 
controls for perennials have been

freeze-up. 

Farmers should give their tallow 
a final working for eradication of 
weeds this month. Some of ths 
weeds to be eliminated are Canada 
and sow thistle, couch grass, toad 
flax, leafy spurge, and hoary cress, 
It's a good idea to list or ridge 
the fallow to reduce erosion. ~ 

After harvest it's timely to shal- 
low cultivate stubble and bring op 
fall germination and winter kill< 
ing of wild oats.
